DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: after carefully 
reviewing the applicant's arguments, the prior art of record fails to specifically teach control 
circuitry in the housing for facilitating communication of receipt data reflecting a sale of 
products between the printer and a separately housed controlling transaction computer at the 
checkout station and bar code data from the products between the bar code reader and the 
separately housed controlling transaction computer over a single cable during the sale of the 
products completed by the transaction computer. These limitations in conjunction with other 
limitations in the claimed invention were not shown by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
